An Appeal to Farmm: 

On October Ist, there met In the 
Fhoeuix Hotel, Lexington, Ky., a small 
baud of farmers from less than a 
dozen counties. They met for the pur- 
I'ose of discussing a cut out of the 
1913 tobacco crop. 

On accoimt of the busy season many 
large producing counties were not rep- 
resented, but several of them sent 
encourasing mossag.es. After due de- 
liberation it was agreed to organize 
the "Burly Protective Societty" and to 
push the cut out movement for all it is 
worth. 

Mass conventions were advised for 
the various counties on Saturday, Oc- 
tober 12, and a f;enerai convention of 
the growers at Lexington. Ky., was or- 
dered for Wedneoday, October l€th. 
The county mass coaTOBtfctns aro to 
select delegates to represent them at 
the general convention on the 16th. 

A eummittee, comirased of repre- 
sentatives frtHtt Bath, Fnmklin, Scott 
and Owen counties, was selected for 
the purpose of preparing "An Appeal" 
to growers, and the frillawiai la the 
result of their labors: 

Never since tho tobaceo question be- 
came an acute iaane has the aituation 

D resented a awo serious or menac- 
ing front to growers than the one they 
are now facing. For the first time 

since i!'06 the farmers are wholly un- 
anized. A pool, for the present, i& 
out ot the question. Single banded 
and alone they must face the enemy, 
combined, tactful and g reedy, and li- 
censed by the highest law of the land 
to continue their game of wolf while 
dressed in the garb of lambs. 

There is uo protection for the farmer 
other than that whhA ho himself pro- 
vides. Although he is numbered by 
the tens of thousands, and tho buyers 
.an be numbered by th» fingers on 
one hand, yet this mighty host must 
bow in humble submisaiea hstea the 
haughty ohligarchy, aad aaesft tha 
crumbs from Its hands. 

If the market were free and com- 
petitive, if the law of supply and de- 
mand had not hoea aospoided by the 
trust arbitrarily fixing prices, the grow- 
ers could have some reasonable as- 
surance of fair dealing and living 
prices. But there is no such market, 
and the law of supply and d«aaad is 
nothing but a ahadow.

In 1910, when tho pooling movement 
was hanging in the halancea, repre- 
sentatives of the trust and warehouses 
killed it dead as a mackerel by paying 
i2 to 14 cents to certain large graiw- 
ers and wealthy land owners scattered 
throughout the Blue Grass section. 

Immediately following the failure of 
the 1910 pool, the American Tobacco 
company publicly pronlalMad ita Set or 
mination to buy tho crop at S cents. 
History shows tlut It made Its word 
good, with an extra ce&t added to 
the profit side of its ledger. In the 
suit of the Eshelby Tobacco company 
against the Bur ley Tobaceo Society, 
It alleges that hnrtoy tobacco is only 
worth 8 cents a pound, and in that suit 
It asked that the society be compelled 
to refund the difference between 8 
cents and 17 cents. Those declara- 
tions on Om port of tte aannfacturers 
show cleariy their purpose and deter- 
mination to make 8 cents the maxi- 
niuni figure. They are willing to pay 
the growers, but a certain amount of 
business aeamea (aided possibly by 
innate bashfulness) has so far pre- 
vented them from naming a minimum 
price they are willing to pay, and 
which they freauenUy pay, for this 
same tobaceo. 

There is not an Intelligent, well-to- 
do farmer In this state who is willing 
to grow tobacco at such prices, and 
under such condlUons as above set 
out It coats aora to grow it new than 
it did ten yean asa Laada, labor and 
all material that figure In the growth 
of tobacco have advanced during that 
period from 50 to 100 per cent The 
price of everything we eat and wear 
has increasad ia like proportions. If 
7 and 8 cents were ttrlng pviees ten 
years ago (and they were not) then 
14 to 16 cents is not too much to de- 



The birds are the bdit friends that 
the farmer has. Why? Because they 
labor dally in the farmers' fields, de- 
stroying tho Insects that destroy or 
reed apon Hkm tsadsr Hants of the 
fields.

Do 
you not roalixo that they are worth 
h aa drada a( tfasea smwo to yoa aa In- 
seet destroyers than their flesh is 
worth to you in a bird pie or in some 
other way? 

Farmers, it is time to wake up to 
Ha fiMt ttat thaaa BtOo bird friends 
laaat hava hettar protection. Why? 
Becaaae they are needed more and 
more every year. As people increase 
and the clearing of more lands in- 
creases, the insects are hoaad to in- 
Tory rapidly, bec aaa e thqr feed 
Boady tnm tte fhnaera' fields. As 
Insects increase, why should not the 
birds increase also? Simply because 
they haven't had the protection that 
they ought to have bad. Some of 
the spoeioa of hta* ttat aaed to be 
found in large numbers are now verj- 
seldom found at all, simply because 
they have not received any mercy 
from the hunter, and because the 
laws are not atrlet aawgh oa tUa one 
apedal tiling. 

Every fanner should feel it hfs duty 
to urge his lawmaker to do all in his 
power to pass a law that would give 
his little friends In feathers better 
KOtoetion. A law ahould be passed 
In states haTlng no such hiw, prohibit 
Ing the killing of these liirdB Under a 
heavy penalty and imprisonssent for 
violation thereof.

One Winding off New Osvlee Will Oe-, 
stroy Fifteen or Mors ef 



Did you ever hear of a repeating rat 
trap? One has been invented by an II- 
Hmrfs man, who declares tiiat with 
3ne winding it will kill 16 or more of 
Ihe disease breeding pests and kick 
each one out of the way. The gen-- 
eral design of the trap is shown in 
the cut. When a rat steps on the plat- 
form in fRmt his weight releases the 
trigger and striking arm. operated by, 
I powerful spring, hits him a deadly 
appercut and throws him several feet

Another 
feature of this trap is the fact that no 
scent is left on it to warn any wise 
old rodent that it is aa apparatas to 
be avoided. A bait, of course. Is set 
Inside the opening, under the striking 
arm, and where rats are particularly 
numerous they frill not be scared off 
by the

PREPARINQ FOR SPRINQ WORK 



Farmers Should Have All Farm Imple- 
ments in Good Order to B» 
gin Work at Once. 

Have the |lew% harrows, cultiva- 
tors, drills and rollers in order for 
spring work. Lay in a few extra plow 
points and bolts. Have the harrow 
teeth sharp. Extra whIQetreee and 
some good hame strings should be 
provided. The seed oat8^ corn, clover 
and grass seeds should be bought this 
month, so no time need be lost when 
the season opens, says a writer In the 
Baltimore American. Buy and haul 
the fertilizer you need now. If the 
plow or harrow is worn out, it will pay 
to buy a good steel plow and a spring 
tooth harrow and a two-horse cultiva- 
tor. A com planter and a grain drill 
may be hired for 25 cents an acre. If 
you only plant ten acres in corn and 
seed a few acres to oats it will be 
cheaper to hire than to buy these im- 
plements. Only buy those implements 
you really need. Farm sales take pl a c e 
this month, and good implements may 
often be had at less than half the orig- 
inal price. It will pay to buy if you 
need the implement, but do not buy 
it because it is cheap, nor because you 
can buy It on time. The noto soon 
falls dne and It often eomea doe when 
you are short of funds. Do not ask 
your neighbor to go security, if the 
bank will not accept the note with 
your wife as indorser, do not buy. 
(This Is somd adrlee and If fsBewed 
will save you lots of trouble and con- 
siderable money. Do not go security 
for anyone. It is wrong, as you may 
ruin yourself, and oftentimes your 
family as welL A
